W a sh in g to n, Jan. 23.—If the jury in 
the Guiteau case should bring in a ver­ 
dict of guilty at any time before Monday 
next—at which time the next term of the 
criminal court will begin—the counsel 
for the prisoner will be entitled to file 
their bill of exceptions at any tune dur­ 
ing tho continuance of the forthcoming 
term, and the court will bo compelled to 
rant a hearing upon the exceptions at 
once. 
If the exceptions are overruled, 
Judge Cox 
can, under the law, 
at 
once pass sentence, aud within thirty 
lay s ti lereafter the sentence can bo exe­ 
cuted. 
The law provides that tho prisoner 
shall be entitled to one intervening term 
between conviction and sentence. If tho 
counsel for Guiteau should fail to file 
their bill of exceptions before the termin­ 
ation of the next term—tho one begin­ 
ning Monday next—then Judgo Cox 
can, within ten days after the termina­ 
tion of said term, pronounce sentence. 
The only contingency which would, in 
case oficonvictiou, postpone tho execu­ 
tion of tim sentence until September, 
would be tho failure of the jury to con­ 
vict before Monday next, providing, of 
course, that Judgo Cox is disposed so to 
sentence the prisoner os to grant him the 
minimum grace allowed by law. 
As was said by an eminent lawyer this 
afternoon in discussing the question, 
there are several matters to be considered 
in determining tho ultimate result, and 
as tile prisoner is not yet convicted it 
will be for some time a matter of uncer­ 
tainty how long, under the law aud the . 
possible exercise of discretionary clem 
enoy on the part of Judge Cox, the pris 
oner may bo allowed to live.

—A little Sitlt robbed on a discolored 
6gg-spoou will restore its silver tint. 
—Plain Lemon Pudding.—Quarter of 
a pound of suet, half a pound of bread 
crumbs, four ounces of 
the juice 
of two lemons—the rind ol them grated 
—and one egg. 
To be well boiled aud 
served with pudding sauce. 
Kice liiseuits. —Sift seven ounces of 
sugar, then add to it half a pound of 
the best ground rice, seven ounces of 
butter, seven ounces of dour, and niiv 
it into a paste, with eggs—tw o are :*uf- 
flcient for this quantity. 
—A small quantity of ashes given to 
pigs while fattening is found very ben­ 
eficial. as their food is generally rich in 
phosphoric acid ami deficient in lime, 
which the ashes supply. 
In this way 
the phosphoric acid is made available 
as a food. 
- Boiled Cider Tie.—A boiled cider 
pie may be a novelty to someone. Take 
four tablespoonfuls ot 
boiled cider, 
three tablespoonfuls each of sugar and 
water, two tablespoonful** of flour and 
one egg; beat all together. 
Bake in a 
deep plate, and with upper aud under 
crusts. 
—Mutton is considered the cheapest 
meat a farmer can ra'se 
The fleece 
from a sheep of good breed will pay for 
Its keep. 
The profit derived from tile 
lambs, the manure and the riddance of 
destructive weeds in pastures, of which 
Hie sheep are well-known foes, all add 
to the profits of sheep raising. 
—Bice Waffles.—One anda half pints j 
of boiled rice, one and a half pints of 
Hour, half a teacupful of soul milk, half 
a teacupful of sweet milk, ouc teaspoon­ 
ful of soda, three C£gs, butter the size 
of a w'alnut, and salt to taste. 
By add­ 
ing to the above recipe an extra half­ 
cupful of milk, the batter becomes the 
projier consistency for rice pancakes. 
—To make potted ham, take lean and 
very tender boiled ham, chop it line and 
beat to a paste in a mortar—an old 
fashioned w’ooden one is recommended 
for the purpose—adding butter if need­ 
ed to make the particles stick together, 
and a little mixed mustard, if desired. 
This is excellent for travelers' lunches, 
and also “ handy to have in the house.1’ 
— Farmer's Fruit Cake.- Soak three 
cups of dried apples over-night in warm 
water. 
Chop slightly in the morning 
aud simmer two hours iii two cujw of 
molasses. 
Add two well-beaten eggs, 
one cup of sugar, one cup of butler, one 
dessert spoonful of sod.i, Hour enough 
to make rather a stiff batter. 
Flavor 
with nutmeg aud cinnamon to the 
taste. 
Bake in a quick oven. 
—Saratoga Corn Cake.—Four eggs, 
half pound of sugar, quarter pound of 
butter, one quart ol milk, half ounce of 
soda, salt, one pound of corn meal, one 
pound of Hour, one ounce of cream tar­ 
tar. 
Beat well together the eggs and 
sugar, melt the butter and add, then 
milk w ith the soda dissolved in it, ami 
salt; stir thoroughly and add corn meal 
and four, with tile cream tartar well 
mixed in it. 
Bake in a moderate oven, 
and eaten hot with butter. 
—Persons 
who 
arc 
unfortunate 
enough to live in damp houses, parti cu­ 
rly near undrained land, are apt to 
think that there is no help for them 
save in removal. 
I.and says they are 
mistaken, and states that experiments 
have shown that it is possible to mate­ 
rially improve tho atmosphere iii such 
neighborhoods iii a very simple manner 
—by the planting of the laurel and the 
sun Howler. 
The laurel gives off an 
abundance of ozone, whilst the “ soul­ 
ful-eyed” sunflower is potent in de­ 
staging the malarial condition. 
These 
two, if planted on the most restricted 
scale in a garden, close to the house, 
will be found to speedily increase the 
dryness and salubrity of the atmosphere, 
ami rheumatism, if it does not entirely 
become a memory of the past, will be 
largely alleviated. 
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In old-settled countries professional 
farm laborers constitute a numerous 
and weli-detiued class of the population. 
They are to farmers what journeymen 
are to contractors and master mechan­ 
ics. 
If they do not expect to work all 
their lives in the employ of others in 
the business of farming, they intend to 
remain farm laborers for an indefinite 
riod. 
As they generally marry aud 
e children, and as their pay is small, 
many, if not the majority of them, re­ 
main farm laborers all the working 
years of their lives. 
A man with a 
family once settled down as a farm la­ 
borer finds it difficult to change his con­ 
dition, even if he wishes to. 
He ordi­ 
narily has no trade and no capital with 
which to engage in business. 
Farm la­ 
borers in old countries ordinarily live in 
cottages belonging to their employers 
or the owners of the estates on which 
they wTork. 
In some cases they arc al­ 
lowed, in addition to their regular 
wages, the use of a small piece of 
ground, and the opportunity to keep a 
cow’, a pig, and some poultry. 
Many 
farm laborers arrange with their em ­ 
ployers to obtain a supply of fuel and 
common provisions at current whole­ 
sale prices. 
With these exceptions the 
contract for labor, which generally in­ 
cludes the entire year, makes no pro­ 
vision for board, lodging, washing, and 
the care of clothes. 
The laborer must 
look to his w'ages alone for the means 
of keeping himself supplied with the 
necessities of life. 
In this respect he is 
in the same condition as the person em ­ 
ployed at any kind of work except do­ 
mestic employment in a city or town. 
In the United States we have no class 
corresponding with the regular farm

Among the causes of farcy in horses 
may be mentioned foul air in close and 
ill-ventilated stables, privations, 
bad 
food, inoculation or contact with glan 
tiered horses. 
Some chronic and debil 
Bating discases may result in farcy anc 
flanders. 
Farcy aud glanders arc twin 
diseases, or identical, and cither 
01 
these two forms of disease gcnerall 
terminates with both forms fully deve 
oped. 
Farcv affects 
the 
superficia 
lymphatic glands and vessels, showing 
itself in painful, curled swellings on 
various parts of the body, neck, heat 
or limbs, especially between the hind 
legs. 
Gradually the 
small 
tumors, 
w Iii ch are termed farcy buds, suppur­ 
ate, and discharge unhealtliy-looking 
matter, aud the ulcers show little or no 
tendency to heal. 
Treatment of farcy 
can only be recommended in the begin 
ning of the discase. 
When far ad­ 
vanced an animal, affected with such a 
loathsome and contagious discase, had 
better be destroyed, both for the sake 
of safety to other horses as well as for 
persons who aro obliged to handle 
them. 
The treatment of farcy should 
be both external and internal. 
To the 
farcy ulcers apply either strong solu­ 
tion of chloride of lime or carbolic 
acid. 
Internally give half a dram, 
twice daily, of iodide of copper or 
iodide of iron, with half an ounce of 
gentian rook 
An ounce of aloes, with 
half an ounce of saltpeter, may be 
given every fortnight 
Good, nourish­ 
ing food, in liberal quantity, daily ex ­ 
ercise and attention to cleanliness are 
also essential. 
Such horses should be 
kept separate from others, and the 
stable utensils, vessels for watering 
and harness should not be used for 
healthy animals.

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Posts Set “ Tcp End Down.” 


It is belie\Tcd by many persons that 
posts set in the ground, in a position the 
“reverse” from which they stood while 
growing in the tree, will last much 
longer than when set “ top en dup.” 
In the spring of 1879 I selected sea­ 
soned sticks three feet long. 
These 
were split in two, and cut in two, mak­ 
ing four pieces of each. 
One set was 
placed in well drained sand, the other 
in clay soil. 
In every case, two pieces 
were set side by side, with earth be­ 
tween; one as it stood in the tree, the 
other reversed. 
I tried thirteen kinds 
of timber. 
Some of these were young 
wood with bark 
on. 
All contained 
some hard wood. 
Those groYving in 
sandy laud have just been examined. 
In case of the beech, sugar maple, iron­ 
wood, black ash and black cherry, the 
piece reversed or placed “top end 
down” was somewhat most decayed. 
In case of red maple, American elm, 
butternut and red elm, the reverse 
piece was a trifle the soundest 
In case 
of basswood, white ash, white oak and 
blue ash, there w as no perceptible dif­ 
ference. 
I infer that where one piece 
decayed more than the other, it was 
caused by some trifling difference in 
the sticks. 
The freshly hawed cuds in 
each case were placed uppermost and 
came au inch or so above the ground. —

an countries, 
efore the late civil war 
nearly all the farm laborers were negro 
slaves. 
In the New England and other 
Northern States the farms were gener­ 
ally small, and most of the work on 
them was performed by the owners or 
members of their families. When other 
help was required, young men belong­ 
ing to good families were generally em­ 
ployed to do it. 
As they were the 
equals of their employers in intel­ 
ligence, 
they lived 
in 
the 
same 
houses with 
them, and constituted 
a portion of their families. In the early 
days of the West very Democratic ideas 
prevailed and social distinctions Were 
almost unknown in the country. 
As a 
consequence the “ hired men” lived in 
Hie houses of their employers and asso 
dated with the members of the family on 
terms of equality. 
This custom is like 
ly to prevail in any new country. 
At 
present a very large proportion of the 
farm laborers in the Northern States aro 
foreigners who have recently “come 
over,” and who wish to earn a little 
money to enable them to take up a 
farm of their own. 
Many of them do 
not understand the English language, 
and very few of them expect to work 
for hire for any considerable length of 
time. 
They are generally unacquainted 
w'ith our methods of farming, and would 
not be sought for by farmers and their 
families for associates. 
They are, how­ 
ever, received into their families, partly 
because it is the common practice of 
the country, and partly because a tem­ 
porary necessity requires it. 
The ar* 
rangcment, however, is not a satisfact­ 
ory one in any respect. 
It interferes 
with the culture and refinement of fam­ 
ilies, and makes a large amount of YY’ork 
for tfie female members of them. 
Not many years ago it was the cus­ 
tom for the city or village tradesmen, 
mechanic and artisan to board the per­ 
sons in their employ in their own 
houses. 
This custom is now almost en­ 
tirely abandoned, and employes of all 
kinds in cities, with the exception of 
those engaged in Yvork in houses, mako 
their ow n arrangement for board and 
lodging. 
Those who do not keep house 
obtain 
accommodation 
in 
boarding 
houses. 
This plan giYres excellent sat­ 
isfaction to all concerned. 
Employers 
arc not burdened by keeping boarding 
houses, and employes are better satis- 
lied to obtain accommodations suited to 
their taste and their income. 
There 
is no good reason w hy large farmers 
should board the men in their employ. 
There is no more occasion for their do­ 
ing so than there is for employers in, 
large tow ns. 
Most of the comforts of a 
home are destroyed by filling a house 
with boarders, most of whom arc stran 
gens about whose habits of life little or 
nothing is known. 
Any farmer runs a 
great 
risk 
w’ho " takes 
into 
his 
family 
strangers who 
go 
about 
the 
country 
in search of 
employment, and who makes them the 
constant companions of his children. 
So far as the experiment has been tried 
men employed on large farms prefer to 
board elsewhere than in the houses of 
their employers, evTen if the food and 
sleeping accommodations are not as 
good. Those who alc married desire to 
keep house, and those w’ho are single 
prefer to board in the house of one of 
their fellow-laborers. 
Tho experiment 
of allowing the single men employed 
on a large farm to board in the family 
of a married associate is generally very 
satisfactory. 
They find enjoyment in 
each others1 society, and to use their 
own language, “ ha\’c a better tim e.” 
They are frco from tile restraint they 
habitually feel in the presence of their 
employers, their families and visitors. 
They can make tho hours for their 
meals more to their liking, and can en­ 
gage in games and other pastimes with­ 
out fear of disturbing persons who do 
not engage in them. 
Where several 
men are employed on a farm they would 
generally prefer 
separate 
slceping- 
rooms, a common room in which to take 
their meals, aud a large room in which 
they can read aud enjoy themselves as 
they choose. 
Such a building can be 
constructed cheaply, and can be rented 
to a married couple on tho farm, or to 
any other competent persons who may 
wish to take boarders. 
The plan of al­ 
lowing farm hands to make their own 
arrangements for board, lodging and 
washing, makes it necessary to pay 
them for their services in cash or its 
equivalent at specified times. 
This 
plan is the right one. 
Justice demands 
that a farm hand should receive his 
monthly wages when they are earned. 
The use of the money is worth as much 
to him as to Ids employer. 
An order 
on a store w here a farmer has a running 
account is not worth as much as the 
sum called for. Cash is required to buy 
goods at the lowest prices, and the pur- 
haser should be allowed to trade where 
he pleases. — Chicago Times.

The Presidency. 
Who first gave America tho idea of a 
President? Should such a question bo 
asked, the reply would be Benjamin 
Franklin. 
Twenty-five years before tile 
Declaration of lndfpundenco, Franklin 
was a mcmlwr of the Colonial Conven­ 
tion, held at Albany, tho object of which 
was to consolidate the colonies under a 
President General. 
British interests 
were to be promoted, but the home gov­ 
ernment objected to giving such power 
to their colonies, and the scheme failed. 
Hence, when Hic revolution took place, 
a "President” was a natural idea. 
At 
first lie was merely President of Con­ 
gress, but when the present Constitution 
was formed, he w as President and Gen­ 
eral. 
Franklin just lived long enough 
to behold the beginning of his scheme 
in George Washington, his 
dearest 
friend, who visited him in a dying bed 
when lie posted through Philadelphia on 
his way to New' York City. 
Franklin 
died soon afterward, but the news of the 
inauguration cheered his last hours. 
Washington was fifty seven at the time 
of his inauguration. John Adams, the 
next, was a native of Massachusetts, aud 
was sixty two at the timo of inaugura­ 
tion. 
Jefferson, who succeeded him, 
was a Virginian of fifty-eight, ami was 
sixty-six when ho retired from the Presi­ 
dential Chair. 
Madison, likewise a Vir­ 
ginian, was fifty-seven when elected, and 
retired after eight years’ service, ranging 
from 1809 to 1817. 
Monroe, also a Vir­ 
ginian, w a s inaugurated at the age o f 
fifty-niuo, and was sixty-seven when lie 
retired from office, u period extending 
from 1817 to 1825. John Quincy Adaunt, 
a Massachusetts man, was elected ut the 
age of fifty-seven, and retired at sixty- 
one, having served but one term, which 
closed March 4, I *21/, 
Jackson a nutivo 
of North Carolina, was sixty-two when 
elected, and retired at seventy, having 
served eight years, from 1829 to 1837. 
Van Buren was the first nativo of New 
Y'ork State to enter the Presidential of­ 
fice; lie was fifty-four w hen elected, and 
served but one term, which lasted from 
1837 to 1811. 
Harrison was a native of 
Virginia, and was sixty-seven when 
elected. 
Ile died ofter a months’ serv­ 
ice, and Tyler, also a Virginian, was 
raised from the Vice Presidency to take 
the office thus vacated. 
This was the 
first instance of such an exigency, aud 
therefore w as an ini]>ortant experiment.
